Senator Tliiii-ston Wants Caban 


War Stopped. 


Declares 
United 
States 
Must 


Act at Once. 


Woes of the Island Graphically

Insurgentii Have Control of the Inland Out- 


side of Fortified Cities—Spain Can- 


not Suppress Kevolution. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—An hour 
and a half before the senate con- 
vened 
today 
the galleries were 
crowded with people anxious to hear 
the promised discussion 
of 
the 
Cuban question. 
The crowd of yes- 
terday was as nothing compared 
with that of todaj''. 


Hundreds 
of 
people 
surged 
through the upper corridors of the 
senate side of the capitol eagerly, 
but vainly appealing to the door- 
keepers at the various entrances 
for admission. 


The crowd had been attracted par- 
ticularly by the announcement that 
Mr. Thurston, Nebraska, was to ad- 
dress the senate upon the Cuban 
imbroglio, basing his utterance upon 
his recent trip to the island. 


Mr. Allison, of Iowa, moved that 
when the senate adjou^-n today it be 
to meet on Monday next. 
The mo- 
tion prevailed, Mr. Mason, of Illi- 
nois, emiihatically voting in the 
negative. 
Much confusion existed 
in the galleries and the vice-presi- 
dent was obliged to demand that 
order be restored. 
A motion to re- 
consider was defeated. 


At 12 :;35 p. m., the routine morn- 
ing business having been completed, 
Mr. Thurston was recognized for 
the 
delivery of his 
announced 
sijeech on the Cuban situation. 
His 
first sentence that he appeared by 
command of silent lips to present 
his views once and for all on the 
Cuban situation, containing, as it 
did contain, a direct and touching 
reference to his recent terrible be- 
reavement, commanded instant at- 
tention. 


8ENATOK THURSTON'S SIMEECH. 


' 'Mr. president,'' said Mr. Thurs- 
ton, "I am here b}"" command of 
silent lips to speak once and for all 
upon the Cuban situation. 
I trust 
that no one has exi^ected anything 
sensational from me. God forbid 
that the bitterness of a personal loss 
should induce me to color in the 
slightest degree the statement that 
I feel it m.y duty to make. 
I shall 
endeavor to be honest, conservative 
and just. 
I have no purpose to stir 
the public passion in any action not 
necessary and imperative to meet 
the dxities and necessities of Amer- 
ican responsibility. Christian hu- 
manity and 
national 
honor. 
I 
would shirk this task if I could, but 
I dare not. I cannot satisfy mj^ 
conscience except by speaking, and 
speaking now.'' 


Mr. Thurston said that he had 
gone to Cuba firmly believing that 
the condition of affairs on the island 
had been greatly exaggerated, and 
that he had directed his efforts in 
the first instance to the exposure of 
the supposed exaggeration. 


He had concluded, however, that 
an overstatement of the horrors of 
the situation was impossible. 
He 
was prepared, he stated, not only to 
adopt every word of the careful, 
concise and specific statement ot the 
senator from Vermont (Mr. Proctor) 
but he was even convinced that he 
had understated the facts. 


' THE INSURGENT GOVERNMENT. 
Mr. Thurston then tersely sum- 
marized his observations and con- 
clusions as follows : 


' 'After three years of warfare and 
the.use of 225,000 Spanish troops, 
Spain has lost control of every foot 
of Cuba not surrounded by an actual 
intrenchment and protected by a 
fortified picket line. She holds pos- 
session with her armies of the forti- 
fied sea-board towns because they 
are under virtual 
protection 
of 
Spanish war ships, with which the 
revolutionists cannot 
cope. 
The 
revolutionists are in absolute and 
almost peaceful possession of nearly 
one half of the island, including the 
eastern provinces of Santiago de 
Cuba and Puerto Principe. In those 
provinces of Santiago they have es- 
tablished a form of government, 
levy and collect taxes, maintain 
armies, and generally levy a tax or 
tribute upon the principal jilanta- 
tions in other provinces, and, as is 
commonly believed, upon the entire 
railway system of the island. 


; 
SGKNES OF 
HORKOR. 


"In the four so-called Spanish 
provinces there is neither cultiva- 
tion nor railway operation except 
under strong Spanish military pro- 
tection by 
coasent of the revolu- 
tionists in consideration of tribute 
paid. 


"Under the inhuman policy of 
Weyler, not less than 400,000 self- 
supporting, simple, peaceable, de- 
fenseless countiy people were driven 
from their homes in the agricultural 
portions of the Spanish provinces to 
the cities and imprisoned upon the 
barren waste outside the residence 
pOjniipns of these cities and within 
itlie lines of intrenchment estab- 
lished a little way heyond. 
Their 
humblii Wknte Were burned, their 
fields laid waste, their implements 


of husbandry destroyed, their live 
stock and food supplies for the most 
part confiscated. Most of these peo- 
ple were old men, women and chil- 
dren. 
Slow starvation was their in- 
evitable fate. A conservative esti- 
mate indicates that 210,000 of these 
people have already perished from 
starvation. 


"Spain cannot put an end to the 
existing condition. 
She cannot con- 
quer the insurgents. She cannot re- 
establish her soverignty over any 
considerable portion of the interior 
of the island. 
The revolutionists, 
while able to maintain themselves, 
cannot drive the Spanish army from 
the fortified .sea coast towns. 
The 
situation, then, is not war as we un- 
derstand it, but a chaos of devasta- 
tion and depopulation of undefined 
duration, whose end no man can 
see." 


In detailing the incidents and re- 
citing tue facts that came under his 
observation, Mr. Thurston said he 
had no desire to deal in horrors. 


"If I had my way", said he, "I 
would shield the American public 
even from the photographic repro- 
ductions of the awful scenes that I 
viewed in all their original ghastli- 
ness. 


"The pictures in the American 
newspapers of the starving recon- 
centrades are true. 
They can all be 
duplicated by the thousands, and I 
never saw, please God, I may never 
again see, so deplorable a sight as 
the reconcentradoes in the suburbs 
of Matanzas. 
I can never forget to 
my dying day the hopeless anguish 
in their despairing eyes. 
Huddled 
about their little bark huts, they 
raised no voice of appeal to us for 
alms as we went 
among them. 
Men, women and children stand 
silent, famishing. Their only ap- 
peal comes from their sad eyes, 
through which one looks as through 
an open wmdow into their agoniz- 
ing souls. 


la Matanzas the peoi^le had done 
all that they possibly could 
do 
for the reconcentrados, but it was 
too true that many Matanzas people 
who residered in fine houses scarce- 
ly knew where their own next meal 
was to come from. The governor 
was willing that the reconcentra- 
does should repass the trocha to 
their homes, but the great ma jority 
were physically unable to go. 


"Their fate was a slow death by 
starvation. 
The governor of Ma- 
tanzas, Mr. Thurston said, could see 
no end to this condition of affairs, 
and could suggest no relief except 
through the United States. 


' 'The government of Spain has 
not and will not appropriate one 
dollar to save these people. 
They 
are now being attended and nursed 
and administered to by the charity 
of the United States. 


SEND MUSKETS, NOT FOOD. 


"Think of the spectacle. 
We are 
feeding these citizens of Spain ; we 
are nui'sing their sick ; we are sav- 
ing such as can be saved, and yet 
there are those who still say it is 
right for us to send food, but we 
must keep hands off. 
I say that 
the time has come when muskets 
should be sent out, not food. 


"I shall refer to these horrible 
things no further. They are there. 
God i)ity me; I have seen them, 
they will remain in mind forever— 
and this is almost the twentieth 
century. 


"Christ died 1900 years ago, and 
Spain is a Christian nation; she 
has set up more cro,sses in more 
lands, beneath more skies, and un- 
der them butchered more peoi^le 
than all the other nations of earth 
combi ned. 
Europe may tolerate her 
existence as long as the people of 
the old world wish. 
God grant that 
before another Christmas morning 
the last visage of Spanish tyranny 
and oppression will have vanished 
from the western hemisphere." 


Mr. Thurston said he had coun- 
seled moderation from the floor of 
the senate when the nation was at 
fever heat over the destruction of 
the Maine, and he thought the Cu- 
ban question should be settled apart 
from the question of the main. 
He 
reviewed 
the attitude of the re- 
publican party and the conduct of 
the president respecting Cuba, ap- 
proving both and continued: 


"The time for action has come. 
No greater reason for it can exist 
tomorrow than exists today. 
Every 
hours delay only adds another capter 
to the awful story of misery and 
death. 
Only one power can inter- 
vene—the United States of America. 


' 'It was her glorious example 
which inspired the Cubans of Cuba 
to raise the flag of liberty on her 
eternal hills 
We cannot refuse to 
accept this responsibility wbich God 
of the universe has placed upon us 
as the one great power in the new 
world. 
What shall our action be"? 


Mr Thurston briefly reverted to 
the propositions of recognizing the 
belligerency or the independence of 
Cubans only to say that it was too 
late for either. 
As to annexation 
he said: 


' 'God forbid ! I would oppose an- 
nexation with my latest breath." 


As to the plan for the United 
States to guarantee Cuban purchase 
bonds Mr. Thurston declared: 


"The American people will never 
consent to the payment of one dol- 
lar, to the guaranteeing of one bond, 
as the price paid to Spain for Ijer 
relinquishment of the island she has 
so 
wantonly outraged and 
de- 
vastmed. 


"Mr. President, there is only one 
action possible, if any is taken ; that 
is, intervention for the independ- 
ence of the island ¡ intervention that 
means the landing of an American 
army on Cuban soil, the deploying 
of an American fle^t off the harbor 


of Havana ; intervention which says 
to Spain: Leave the island, withdraw 
your soldiers, leave the Cubans, these 
brothers of ours in the new world, 
to form and carry on government 
for themselves. 
Such intervention 
on our part would not of itself be 
war. 
It would undoubtedly lead to 
war. 
But if war came it would 
come by act of Spain in resistance 
of the liberty and the independence 
of the Cuban people. 


"Mr. President, against the inter- 
vention of the United States in this 
holy cause there is but one voice of 
dissent; that voice is the voice of 
the money changers. 
They fear 
war. 


"Not because of any Christian or 
ennobling sentiment against war 
and in favor of peace, but because 
they fear that a declaration of war, 
or the intervention which might re- 
sult in war, woilld have a depress- 
ing effect upon the, stock market. 


"Mr. President, I do not read my 
duty from the ticker ; I do not ac- 
cept my lessdn in patriotism from 
Wall street. I deprecate war. 


"War with Spain would increase 
the business and the earnings of 
every American factory, it would 
stimulate every branch of industry 
and domestic commerce, it would 
greatly increase the demand for 
American labor and in the end every 
certificate that represented a share 
in an American businesss enterprise 
would be worth more money than 
it is worth today. 
But in the mean- 
time the spectre or war 
would 
stride through the stock exchanges, 
and many of the gamblers around 
the board would find their ill-gotten 
gains passing to the other side of 
the table." Let them go ; what one 
man loses at the gambling table his 
fellow gamblers win. 
Let them 
take their chances as they can. 
Their weal or woe is of but little 
importance to the 
liberty-loving 
people of the United States. 
Let 
the men whose loyalty is to dollar 
stand aside, while the men whose 
loyalty is to the flag come to the 
front. 


I believe 
in the 
doctrine 
of 
peace taught by the lowly Nazarene, 
but men must have liberty before 
abiding peace can come. 


' 'Force saved the union, kept the 
stars in the flag, made 
'niggers' 
men. 
The time for God's force has 
come again. 
Let the impassioned 
lips of American patriots once more 
take up the song.

MAN^ HURT. 


A Laborerfe' Train En Route to the S<-eue 


of a Wreck Thrown From the TraoUn 


and Its Crew Injured. 


COLUMBUS, Ind., 
March 
2 4 . — A 
tram with a 
wrecking crew of 
twenty-four men was wrecked about 
two miles from here at 6 o'clock last 
night. 


The Driftwood or east fork of 
White river just below here broke 
out of 
its^ banks yesterday and 
spread [all over the country for 
many miles around. 
It overspread 
the main branch of the Pennsylva- 
nia and the train, consisting of a 
locomotive, a caboose and a passen- 
ger coach, ran off into a sort of 
bayou containing ten feet or more 
of water. 


The scene of the wreck can only 
be reached by boat. 


The train was made up and sent 
out from New Albany this morning. 
Some of the men live there and 
many of them at Liogansport. 


After the train went down every 
man had to scramble out, if he 
could get out, for himself. 


The wreck is a horrible one. Only 
four out of twenty-four men escaped 
uninjured. Half of them have been 
brought to the hospitals ir this city. 


At least six or eight arc 
danger- 
ously injured 
and possibly some 
may die. 


SEES NO FRAUD. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, March 24.—The 
water of the Scioto river was thirty- 
five and one-half inches higher than 
ever before known in this city. The 
fall of the river in twelve hours has 
been about six feet. 
The estimated 
fall by tonight will be twelve feet 
all told. 


This will let out many submerged 
lower floors of dwellings. 


Electric lights will not be resumed 
tonight. Wagons can now cross the 
part of West Broad street which is 
still over-flowed. Street car service 
will be resumed there by tonigh. So 
far as known no lives have been lost. 
It is too early to estimate damage ac- 
curately but it is stated that it will 
not be less than $250,600. 


The flooded part is divided into 
sixteen districts. 
Three companies 
j of the National guard are on duty 
I assisting in getting relief to families 
injured by the flood. 
I The city council has appropriated 
i 
000 and leading citizens are sub- 
j scribing rapidly and liberally to the 
relief fund. The railroads are put- 
ting large forces of men at work, 
but cannot in all cases hope to move 
trains today. The Columbus, Hock- 
ing Valley and Toledo road is open 
to Toledo. The Big Four is open to 
Cleveland. 
South and west lines 
are not open. 
Some of the roadbeds 
of these lines in this city are quite 
heavily damaged. 


The national guard have relieved 
the police, who have • been almost 
exhausted by thirty-six hours work 
in and about the water. 
The water 
department has notified consumers 
"for Heaven's sake to use sparingly, 
as the only pumping station in oper- 
ation cannot supply enough Winter 
for the business district." 


In all that part of town water 
closets are closed. 
There is not 
enough water to flush them. Homes 
outside of the flooded district are 
using rain water to ;i large extent. 
Fortunately the business district is 
well supplied with large cisterns for 
extra use in case of big conila'gra- 
tions. ~

CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 24.— 
Judge Neff, in the common i)leas 
court today rendered his decision drowning 
in the case 
of 
Frank 
DeHass 
Robison 
against 
John 
J. 
Shipperd 
and 
the Cleveland 
City Railway Co. The court held 
that a referee should be appointed to 
determine how much spurious stock 
was overissued by the directors of 
the road and to whom; that the 
directors should be enjoined from 
issuing any more treasury stock. 


"It appears, "said the court, "that 
thejdirectars of the consolidated com- 
pany over issued $809,500 worth of 
stock. There was sold 4277 shares 
and 4,000 shares were 
pledged 
to M. A. Hanna 
and 
others, 
but for what 
amount 
of 
in- 
debtedness 
does 
not 
appear. 
I am 
disposed 
to 
think 
the 
evidence does not establish 
any 
fraud as applied to the shares sold 
and those pledged as indemnity, 
even though over-issued without 
authority Of the directors." 


IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


Uailn-ays 
Blocketl, 
llritlges

and Eiiibiinknients Destroyed. 


PiTTSBUR(J, Pa, 
March 24.—A 
sudden and decided fall in tempera- 
ture checked the flow in the head- 
water streams this morning and the 
effect of this was soon apparent in 
the rivers here. 


After reaching thirty feet, the 
water began to recede and is now 
falling rapidly. 


At 10 o'clock it had declined one 
foot, the gua^go showing twenty- 
nine feet. The swell, while not 
quite equalling tho flood of 1891, 
was the most destructive known 
since the every memorable one of 
February, 1884. The financial loss 
will be something heavy and will 
run up well into tJie hundreds of 
thousands. 


It will not be confined to i)roperty 
destroyed, swept away and dam- 
aged. 


Thousands of workmen have been 
temporarily thrown out of employ- 
ment and the aggregate 
of the 
wages they will lose will probable 
equal the direct,loss on property, if, 
indeed it does not exceed it^ 


The exact amount, however, can- 
not be told for several days, as all 
the lowlands of, the two cities are 
under water and it will be a week 
or more before business in the sec- 
tion visited by the freshet has re- 
sumed its normal conditions. 


The major part of the flood's de- 
vastation is above Pittsburg on the 
Allegheny river. 
In Sharpsburg, 
Millvale and Etna there were many 
bad washouts. 
All the railroads 
centering in Pittsburg and Alle- 
ghany were crippled, 
especially 
the Pittsburg and Western and west 
Pennsylvania roads. 


Operations on these two roads are 
practically suspended and may not 
be resumed for a week. 


No loss of li^e has been reported, 
but many ntà-row escapes 
from 
were 
experienced 
by 
those who livfe in the flooded dis- 
tricts. 


In Pittsburg the inundated district 
includes the lower portions of Fort, 
First, Second» Third, Fourth and 
Fifth streets aiid parts of Seventh, 
Eighth and Niiith streets. 


On the Allegheny side the water 
covered the streets two blocks back 
and extended for miles up the river. 
There is total JBuspension of work at 
all the mills |ilong the Allegheny 
river. 
Last night it was found 
necessary to ^uit work at many of 
the great mills. 
From 5,000 to G,- 
000 workingnieu are thus thrown 
out of work c^ account of the flood. 


As stated before, every railroad 
entering Pittsburg is crippled by the 
floods. 
There 
were 
exceptions, 
however, in the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore anti Ohio main line east, 
on these roods trains arrived and de^- 
l>arted promdtìy ^ nsu^l.

THE MARKETS. 


The freight traflQc on the roads 
going west is completely paralized. 
Local accommodations on all of the 
railroads except the Pittsburg and 
Western are running as usual. 


On the Pittsburg and Western 
washouts and landslides will practic- 
ally interrupt the passing of trains 
for several days, while the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie is compelled to 
transfer passengers at Saw Mill Run 
where for 1,000 feet their tracks are 
under the Ohio floods. 


Not for twenty-five years has the 
Allegheny Valley 
railroad 
been 
struck so hard by stress of weather. 
Since 1:30 o'clock on Tuesday after- 
noon no trains have been run north 
of Titusville, and since 5 o'clock on 
Tuesday evening no trains have run 
north of Kittanning. 


The officials expect to have the 
line opened throughout this even- 
ing. 
There are large landslides and 
washout^ear Foxburg and other 
points n/ar Oil City. 


On the Fort Wayne the washing 
out of a bridge just east of Canton 
delayed trains for hours, as a round- 
about detour over the tracks of the 
Cleveland, Akron and 
Columbus 
was necessitated. 


The river division of the Cleve- 
land and Pittsburg is tied up by 
washouts at Wellsville, and by miles 
of submerged tracks. 


The scene along the Pittsburg and 
Western railroad is one 6f great de- 
vastation. 
The highways are im- 
passable for wagon traffiic and are 
in a horrible condition. 


Railroad bridges are washed out 
by the dozen and no trains were run 
since Tuesday night. 


George W. Stillwagon, who has 
charge of the wrecking crews, said 
last night that he and his men were 
never in a more dangerous position 
than they were in clearing the track 
of the piles of debris and getting a 
wrecking locomotive and train of 
cars on the tracks. 


The road bed sank in several 
places. 
It will take weeks of labor 
to get the road in good shape again. 
It will be several days before tem- 
Ijorary bridges can be built to allow 
trains to pass over. 


The flood and washouts repre- 
s e i t a loss of thousands of dollars. 


OHIO RiVKIi RISlN(i. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 24.—The 
(Hiio river, at 
a. m., stood at 48.8, 
showing a rise of a little over an 
inch in the preceding hour. 
This is 
favorable and especially as the ther- 
mometer has fallen to 38 degrees 
and the rain has stopped. 
Still the 
floods in the upper tributaries will 
keep the river here rising for two or 
three days and it may come to the 
])oint of interfering with railroad 
tratllc. 


WIDESPREAD 
DISTRESS. 


CINCINNATI, March 24.—Specials to 
the Times-Star says the situation at 
Dayton is distressing. 
The hospi- 
tals and other public buildiniis are 
crowded with persons driven from 
home.

Dayton, were flooded with ten feet 
of water, which reached some pack- 
ages of carbide of calcium. 
This 
formed acetyline gas, which caused 
several explosions and caught fire, 
doing $10,000 worth of damage. 
The fire department had to fight the 
flames from boats. 


The conditions this morning are 
slightly improved. 
The river is 
falling, but three street car lines 
and all the steam railroads but two 
are still badly crippled. 
The work 
of relief is being energetically car- 
ried forward and the homeless are 
all cared for by the associated char- 
ities and other organizations.

N E W P O R T N E W S , March 24.—The 
first great battleship ever launched 
from a private yard in the 
south 
kissed the waves in the James river 
at 10 :02 o'clock this morning, at the 
immense plant of the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock com- 
pany, and at 11:35 o'clock, a little 
more than an hour later, a second 
ship, the exact counterpart of the 
first one, except in name, followed. 


They were christened respectively 
the Kearsarge and Kentuck3^ proud 
and historic names that have just 
representatives in the splendid fight- 
ing machines put afloat today. 


"The ship of the nation,'" was 
launched first, and long tefore the 
hour announced for the ceremony 
fully 18,000 people were pushing 
and jostling around the powerfiil 
steel hull of Xo. IS, as the Kear- 
sage was known in the ship yard, 
each person endeavoring to get the 
best view obtainable of the interest- 
ing ceremony about to take place. 


Just before the preliminary pre- 
parations were finished the christen- 
ing party arrived and was conducted 
through the vast throng to the gay- 
aly decorated stage at the bow of 
the Kearsarge. 


The party was composed of Cal- 
vin B. Orcutt, president of the New- 
l)ort News ship building companj''. 
Mrs. Herbert Winslow, sponsor for 
the Kearsarge, as her maid of hon- 
or, 
Miiis Margaret Eastman, 
of 
Washington ; Miss Christine Brad- 
ley, sponsor for the Kentucky, and 
her maids of honor, Miss ISIary E. 
ivatewood, 
Lillian Stege, 
Sallie 
Bronston, Abbie Ballard and Alice 
Castleman, all of the Blue Grass 
state. Miss Anna Webb, of Paducah, 
Ky. ; Mrs. Wm. O. Bradley, Gov. 
Tyler ot Virginia and statY and a 
number of state officials of Ken- 
tucky : Lieutenant. Commander Her- 
bert Win.slow. United States navy, 
tho onh'- surviving son of the cap- 
tain who commanded the famous 
old Kearsarge in her fight with the 
Alabama ; members of tho house 
and senate committees on naviU 
affairs and other distinguished visit- 
ors from Washington. 


All preparations being arranged 
and the fair sponsor of the Kearsarge 
in her station, a saw severed the 
sole piers that held tho Kearsarge 
in place and the splendid hull start- 
ed on her journey to the water. As 
it started Mrs. Winslow broke the 
bottle of champagne over its bow 
and exclaimed clearly and distinct- 
ly : 
"I christen thee, Kearsarge.''] 
As the vessel glided smoothly into 
the river it seemed as if bedlam had 
broken loose. 


Cheer after cheer went up from 
the crowd and the shrill whistles of 
the steamers in the harbor wel- 
comed the new naval champion to 
its natural element. 
The cruiser 
Brooklyn and 
Monitor 
Puritan, 
which were lying out in the stream, 
were the representatives of the navy 
l^resent. 


The christening party then pro- 
ceeded to the bow of the Kentucky, 
which vessel was launched at 11 rG.; 
a. m. This ceremony was an exact 
counterpart of the former, except 
that when the critical moment ar- 
rived, Miss Christine Bradley broke 
a cut glass bottle of vaiter from the 
spring on the old Lincoln farm, and 
said : 
"I christen thee Kentucky." 
Then, as the vessel started down the 
ways, several bottles of old botirbon 
whisky were hurled against 
her 
sides by Kentuckians who were op- 
posed to the water 
christening. 
Water from the spring on the Jef- 
ferson Davis farm in Kentucky was 
also smashed on the vessel's sides. 
Both launchings were successful in 
every particular. 


The invited guests and tlistin- 
guished visitors then boarded the 
steamer Newport News and pro- 
ceeded to Old Point, where the ship 
yard oflacials tendei-ed a magnificent 
banquet, 
uovers were laid for six 
hundred persons. 
It was entirely 
informal. 
Among the toasts re- 
sponded to were : "Kentucky," by 
Governor Bradley, and "Virginia," 
by Governor Tjder.

THE TWIN 
HATTLESHIFS. 


The Kearsarge and the Kentucky 
will have cost the government when 
completed about $0,000,000. 
They 
are twin vessels, 368 feet long, but 
they will have a draft of only twen- 
ty-five feet when loaded. 
It was 
insisted by the secretary of the 
navy when their designs were made 
that their draft should be the light- 
e.st of any vessel of their class afloat. 
Success in this direction has been 
attained and the result will be that 
they will be able to enter almost 
any harbor on the coast of the 
United States, something that the 
other battleships of the navy cannot 
do. Each vessel will carry 511 offi- 
cers and men. 


The Kearsarge and the Kentucky 
will each carry four thirteen-inch 
guns, re-enforced by four of eight- 
inch caliber. There will be also 
fourteen five-inch rapid fire rifles, 
twenty six-pounders, six one-pound- 
ers and four Gatlings. Four torpedo 
tubes will be on each vessel. 
The 
five-inch guns will Ite capable cf 
throwing eight fifty-pound shot per 
minute, each with an energy of 
1,834 foot tons and a penetration of 
thirteen inches of iron. 
It. is not 
possible to conceive what would be 
the effect of a total broadside from 
all the engines of destruction on one 
of these marine wonders. 


No European power has placed on 
the deck of any war ship any gun 
^ more than twelve inches. 
The Ken- 
! tucky and the Kearsarge, carrying 
' their thirteen-inch guns, are pre- 
pared to disable, if not sink, the 
most powerful battle ship now afloat 
in any waters.

WASHINGTON, March 24. — The 
navy department developed import- 
ant news features today. 
They 
came with rapidity. 
First came the 
definite information to the depart- 
ment from one of our naval at- 
taches abroad that the Spanish tor- 
pedo flotilla had sailed from the 
Canarise^for Porto Rico. This move 
has been watched by the navy de- 
partment with intense interest and 
is regarded to some extent as a hos- 
tile demonstration 
against 
this 
country. 


The fleet consists of six torpedo 
boats and seven torpedo boat de- 
stroyer?—thirteen in all—constitut- 
ing one of the most formidable tor- 
pedo squadrons now afloat. As soon 
as the telegram making the an- 
nouncement was received it was 
taken to the white house and laid 
before the president. 


A long confcirence followed be- 
tween the president, Secretary Long 
and Mr. Roosevelt as to the course 
this government slioukl adopt. 
So 
far as can be learned no demand has 
yet been m ide nj)on Spaiu as to her 
purpose in dispatching 
the flotilla 
at this junctuvo, nor i-; it known 
what action, if any, will bo taken at 
this time by the i nited States, 
either in protesting to Spain or in- 
tercepting the fleet. 


There is a very decided current of 
sentiment among naval officers, in- 
cluding some.of the highest,in'favor 
of decisive and immediate action. 
They say that from a naval strag- 
efcic view it would be most unfortu- 
nate at this time to have this great 
tor{)edo flotilla brought within easy 
reach of our squadron at Key West, 


This it can be stated is not mere 
naval speculation, 
but has been 
given oflicial cognizance and has 
been urged upon the president. 


It was due to the big importance 
of the movement that instruction's' 
were issued some days ago to ]-ieep 
the navy department 
immed^tely 
I advised on the departure of the tor- 
pedo fieet from the Canaries. ' 


Captain Robley D. Evans, well 
known as "Fighting Bob," arrived 
in Washington this morning from 
Key West, and had half an 
hour's 
conference with Secretary 
Long. 
He has been temporarily on duty in 
tho light house service, but he told 
the secretary that it there was to be 
a flght he wanted to be in it. 


Mr. Long appreciated the sugges- 
tion and immediately issued orders 
placing Captain Evans in command 
of the battleship Iowa, which stands 
at the very head of the ships of the 
American navy, both as to ton- 
nage, guns, armament and all the 
qualities that go to make up a first 
class modern battleship. 
The Iowa- 
is now at Key West with Admiral 
Sicard "s fleet, ('aptain Evans was 
aboard her only a few days ago, and 
during his visit to Key West talked 
with Admiral Sicard and with the 
members of the Maine court of in- 
quiry. 
He brought no information 
on the rei)0rt. 


It was stated both at the white 
house and at the war, state and 
n a w departments that the report of 
the Maine court of inquiry would 
arrive late tonight. 
The expecta- 
tion is that it will reach Washing- 
ton at 1:15 o'clock and considerable 
doubt exists as to the course which 
will be purused at that late hour. 
A definite understanding probably 
will be reached later in the day. 


Secretary Long was with the pres- 
ident some time this morning and 
it was inferred, with the report so 
near at hand, that plans for its re- 
ception were arranged. 
It is hardly 
probable that more than a formal 
delivery of the document will be 
carried out tonight, as both the 
president and Mr. Long have been 
too severely taxed of late to war- 
rant serious consideration of the 
document at midnight.
